Gray, a 54 year old male, was
committed from Clark County on May 1, 2009, and was serving a sentence of 120 months to
Life with Possibility of Parole for Habitual Criminal (Greater), underlying Charges Battery
with intent to Commit Sexual Assault with a Victim over the age of 60 and Domestic
Violence with a Victim over the age of 60, concurrent with 8-20 years for Habitual Criminal
(Lesser) underlying charge Forgery. The Clark County Coroner responded. An autopsy will
be scheduled per NRS 209.3815. Next of kin have been notified.
